We hasten to acquit Dr. Ganfield of the 


language. Xo doubt he lacks wide political ex- 
Dcrience, but lhat he is incapable of trivial 


phrases relating to the important issues before 
him we make no doubt. Perhaps he will soon 
learn that ambitious reporters looking for col- 
orful stories shotild be censored. Political prud- 
ence requires it. Sherman never said, "War is 
hell!" The reporter in that case was clever, 
and Sherman is indebted* to him for fame that 
he could not have won by marching to the sea. 
The incident merely goes to shoSv that the re- 
porter makes his own "features", and history 
admonishes us that many a worthy candidate 
has been "featured" to his undoing by young- 
sters who wrote not wisely but too well. As his 
fame has come to us by word of mouth, we can 
not make a tough old sea dog or a broncho bus- 
ter out of Dr. William A. Ganfield. Picturesque 
trappings would make him an,Eddie Foy. He is 
the student, the thinker, the rational philoso- 
pher. Probably he 'can star" in no other role.

There are double usage beets, some 


whose roots are large and edible, the 
commoner varieties, and those which 
grow solely to leaves and are plants 
only for greens, although the leaves 
of the root varieties are valuable for 
the fafne purpose. 
There is also a 


strain sometimes seen which is grown 
for the beauty of its foliage as an 
ornamental plant. 
These, however, 


have largely disappeared from, gar- 
dens. 


The Swiss chard of spinach beet is 


the most valuable for the family for 
greens. It has spread into gardens 
with remarkable speed in the last 
few years although it is a plant of 
very ancient lineage and is not Swiss 
at, all. There is no accounting for 
the nationality attributed to plants. 
The chard has been known for 4,000 
years coming originally, so far as 
can be determined, from the Canary 
Islands, the shores of the Mediter- 
ranean sea and from the temperate 
regions of western Asia.
